It is desirable that the examiner orally remind the applicant of his or her obligation to record the substance of the interview of each case. It 
should be noted, however, that the Interview Summary Fonm will not normally be considered a complete and proper recordation of the interview 
unless it includes, or is supplemented by the applicant or the examiner to include, all of the applicable items required below concerning the 
substance of the interview.

Applicant pointed out that the sending and receiving unit and print execution determining unit according to the 
combinations recited in claims 1 and 20 are parts of the printing apparatus. Thus, applicants argued that the claims 
positively recite the distinctions argued in the October 5, 2005 Request for Reconsideration. Applicant argued that the 
same features in claims 1 and 20 are not disclosed, taught or suggested by the references submitted with the 
November 28, 2005 IDS. The examiner requires additional time to consider these arguments with respect to the 
existing claim rejections, newly submitted claim and newly submitted prior art, and perfonm a new search with respect 
to claim 20 . 
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
